Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative, Mr. Brian Keating, discussed claim 20 
(the only remaining claim) and how it reads over the prior art (Atkins), Mr. Keating, explained that the Applicant's 
optimization routine is different from the Atkins reference. The Applicant's optimization routine has a first subroutine or 
a second subroutine to find and aoptimal solution and using a third subroutine to provide for accounting of minimum 
investment values. It was pointed out that the Atkins reference does not have different approaches for providing asset 
allocation or a first routine should be used with a second subroutine to find the results and a third subroutine bening 
used to account for investment minimums for different investmens. The Examiner requested that Mr Keating submit a 
formal response to the last office action and that he might want to consider adding some claims to more distinctly claim 
the Applicant's invention. Mr. Keating agreed to submit a formal response to the Office Action. 
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
